Noy. 21—The battle of 
tactics between the rival partles in the 
Australian federal parliament reached 
another stage Wednesday when the la- 
borites for the second time won and 
adjourned the senate, as a protest 
against the government which has a 
majority of one in the house of repre- 
sentatives, for the treatment of Mr. 
Tisher'’s “no confidence” Pre- 
mier Cook last night issued a 
statement, justifying the government's 
use of the gag, and the steps taken to 
force two test bills through the house 
of representatives. These two 
were intended to force the issue’ be- 
tween the two houses, The first res- 
tores the postal vote and the second 
prohibits“any preference being given 
trade unionists for 
vice.

Double Dissolution. 


The “double dissolution,” to which 
end the present government Is said to 
be working, is provided for under the 
federal conatitution act. which states 
in section 57, “that the governor-gen- 
eral may dissolve the senate and house 
of — representatives simultaneously..’ 
Thik clause, however, has proven con- 
tentions. Whereas, by general rule, 
the governor-general accepts the ad- 
vice of the crown's” ministers as to 
steps to be taken In a crisis. In this 
case, the decision is his own preroga- 
tive, and in point of fact, really the 
only prerogative left to him under the 
constitution, and it is generally un- 
derstood that in the maintenance of 
the prerogative the people’s interests 
will be nest served. Were the gover- 
nor-general to be merely the govern- 
ment’s agent in this case, the interests 
of one political party only would be 
served, Hence, the provision with its 
absence of “in council after the gov- 
ernor-general’s name. i 

By having its bills hefd up by the 
senate the government hopes to dem- 
onstrate definitely to the governor- 
general that the business of the coun- 
try le being held up without hope of 
rolie? of the deadlock. The “double 
dissolution” effected, — both houses 
would have to go to the country anaes 
In the tormer election, that of June 1, 
only half of the members of the sen- 
ate were forced to ¢o to the country. 
The remaining half, whose six-year 
terms were unexpired, were largely la- 
borites, so that when the new returns 
came in the senate was overwhelmingly 
labor, 

Senators Elected, 

In Australia senators are not ap- 
pointed, but elected. Six senators are 
allowed to each state, irrespective or 
the population, and are elected by-po-

not wish his hearers to imagine for a 
moment that he had any personal bius 
against the mayor, or thet he was 
making an attack against his personal) 
character, But he held that when a 
man asked the citizens to elect him as 
their’ executive head he must realize 
that his work would be open to eriti- 
cism. In referring to the mayos as 
“a Napoleon of finance and a monu 
mental genius of constructive ability,” 
Mr. McNamara spoke in such a tone as 
to make it apparent to even any bone- 
head who may have been present, that 
his utterance was not untinged with 
sarcasm. And then he immediately | 
procecded to remove any doubts that 
may have lingered on the horizon in 
regard to this point by going into de- 
tatls What particularly drew — the 
sympathy of his audience was his sor- 
row cencerning the water supply dol- 
ed out to the south side and the lack 
of sewer pipes.

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THE INCONSISTENCY OF THE 
MEDICAL CLOSED SHOP. 

While if seems to be widely accepted as quite a reasonable 
attitude to dispute the right of the street railwaymen, the 
electricians, or, in fact, any of that large class who serve the 
community industrially, to the closed shop, Edmonton just at 
the present time is being treated to an exhibition of the closed 
shop in another line which is accepted as the right thing with- 
out even a murmur of dissent; namely, the medical profession. 

Not only do the medical men demand the closed shop, 
but they have little difficulty in having their demand enforced 
by law. During the past few days a number of cases have 
vone through the police court in which the charge was that 
certain men have practised medicine without the necessary 
certificate—or working card—bearing the imprimature of the 
ofticials of the medical association. 

The argument upon which the medical association de 
mands that it be given the right to say who shall and whe 
shall not be allowed to practise medicine is based upon the 
representation that to permit the indiscriminate practise o 
medicine would be to invite a menace to the lives of citizens 
Undoubledly this argument is good; but if it is good will 
regard to medicine it should be equally good with regard, for 
instance, to electricity, as a vagrant current released by a slip: 
shod electrician is not less potentially dangerous than a failure 
to properly handle a disease. 

The obvious answer is that in all services upon whicl 
public safety is immediately contingent, such as medicine, 
electricily, plumbing, architecture, dentistry and a number of 
others, those who would engage therein should first of all be 
required to satisfy an examining board appointed by the 
province. After that, they could associate or not, just as they 
chose. Bul to give the medical men the right to say who may 
safely be entrusted to practise and with-hold the same right 
from the plumbers, the electricians and others similarly 


SCRAMBLED EGGS.” 
Men who prognosticate far into the future are com- 
mencing to speculate upon Colonel Roosevelt’s chances for 


the presidency in 1916. Perhaps the idea is that the man 
who would so completely smash the party machine in 1912 
should have no difp:ulty in fixing it four years later, Whether 
this prognostication will work out to a demonstration remains 
to he seen; but certain it is that Roosevelt represents a phase 
of public sentiment which finds expression neither in the old 
republican camp nor yet in the newer democratic phalanx, 
The biggest elemental principle upon which the Roose- 
velt theory differs from that of either of the other parties is 
upon the trust question. While the old line republicans have 
long since become the party of the trusts, believing that 
prosperily can ve promoted best by leaving big business alone 
to organize at will, irrespective of whether the organization 
is for exploitation or industrialism, the Bryan-Wilson party 
harbors the belief that the big business organizations can be 
taken apart and the paris set back in their original position 
: as competitive unils. The Roosevelt answer to both these is 
that the trust is the natural evolution, but must be regulated. 
As Morgan puts it: “You can’t unscramble scrambled egys,” 
and the trust cannot successfully be disintegrated, Bryan and 
Wilson to the contrary, notwithstanding. But also the nation 
cannot continue to carry the ever-increasing burden of over- 
capitalization which the trusts are loading upon the industry 
of the country when they proceed to seize the economies of 
consolidated production and capitalize the same in the ferm 
of watered stock. 
The Roosevelt answer is undoubtedly the sane answer. 
The time when the electors of United States will recognize 
it may not be in 1916; but it will come some day. The 
people of United States will continue to pay interest or divi- 
dends in their freight rates upon two dollars where only one 
dollar is represented in-equipment. But, first of all, they 
must.discover that this is what they are doing now. 


MUNICIPAL POLITICS 
AS PLAIN NEWS. 

In the municipal election campaign now opening in the 
city of Edmonton, the Capital proposes, for the benefit of its 
readers, to give the subject an entirely new treatment by re- 
porting the progress of the campaign as impartially as the 
subject of politics can be written upon, without respect to the 
chances of any candidate and without espousing the cause of 
any seeking election, simply leaving it to the reader to form 
his own conclusions from the reports. 

In its municipal politics, quite as much as in other affairs, 
the public is entitled to a matter-of-fact record of events, and 
with the city’s business growing to such proportions and 
affecting, as it does, the welfare of every cilizen, public safety 
demands that citizens be not left to ferm their judgments 
through a process of guess work as to how much of the news 
stories served up to them are correct representations of what 
happened and how much are high-lights picked out and 
heralded for the purpose of boosling some candidate or mis- 
representing another candidate. 

In attempting to-serve its readers with an unbiased news 
story of the events and speeches of the campaign, the Capital 
hopes to be able to be of greater service to its readers than 
can be either of its contemporaries, which are frankly the 
advocates of a certain set of candidates, and which do not 
hesitate to tinge the reports of proceedings with a bias which 
makes their daily accounts of proceedings worthless as news 
stories

Sometimes ft driazled, 
and sometimes it poured, until thou- 
sands of dollars had been washed off 
the financial statement, and it is due 
entirely to the loyalty of the people 
of Ndmonton and the surrounding 
country that we are able to show such 
a favorable financial statement. ° 
| “Our gross receipts from the sum- 
jmer exhibition were practically the 
sume as for the previous year—to be 
exact, $70 more, The gate receipts 
shew «a falling off of $2685, the grand 
stand $1860, and the receipts from the 
Kline shows a decrease of $1500. The 
total of the receipts was, however, 
brought up on a level with last year 
by the income derived from the pari- 
mutuel machines, which showed a net 
profit of $6781.15, over all operating 
expenses, 

Expenditures Larger. 

“The expenditures show an increase 
of 310,000 over last year, owing to 
the larger amounts offered in’ prizes 
for live stock and the additional 
money given tor races, Our attrac- 
tions also cost us abut $8000 more, 
which was, however, justified by the 
increased patronage accorded to the 
grand stund at the evening perform- 
ances owing to the popularity of the 
platform attractions and the milftary 
tatoo, 

“The spring race meet and the 
spring show both show balances on 
the vight side of tho ledger, and, per- 
ticularly In case of the race meet, 
considerably better than in 1912. The 


gate receipts wero practically the 
same, owing in part to the fact that 
the 24th of Muy came on Saturday, 


The inereased revenue from the book- 
ing prvileges, however, enabled us to 
show a profit of about $2900. 

“Ror the first time in the history 
of the Edmonton exhibition the pari- 
mutuel machines were used, The 
directors felt that this was the only 
wuy to put racing on a better basis, 


materially improve conditions, and

All Show Surpluses.
